Extracts from the Rules 
LJ Relating to Private Bills. 


2. All applications for Private Bills, 
properly the subject of legislation by 
the Legislative Assembly of Alberta, 
within the purview of “The British 
North America Act, 1867,’’ whether for 
the erection of a bridge, the making of a 
railroad, tramway, turnpike road, tele- 
graph or telephone line, the construc- 
tion or improvement of a barbour, canal, 
lock, dam, slide, or other like work; the 
granting of a right of ferry; the incor- 
poration of any particular trade, or call- 
ing, or of any jvint stock company; or 
otherwise for granting to any individual 
or individuals, any exclusive or peculiar 
rights or privileges whatever, or for do- 
ing any matter or thing, which in its 
operation would affect the rights or pro- 
perty of other parties, or relate to any 
particular class of the community; or 
for making any amendment of a like na- 
ture to any former Act, shall require a 
notice, clearly and distinctly specifying 
the nature and object of the applica- 
tion, and where the appplication refers 
to any proposed work, indicating gener- 
ally the location of the work, and signed 
by or on behalf of the applicants, sudh 
notice to be published, during two 
months, between the close of the next 
preemding Session and the time of the 
consideration of the petition, in four is- 
sues of The Alberta Gazette, and of one 
other newspaper, published in English; 
and within two weeks from the first ap- 
pearance of such notice in The Alberta 
Gazette two copies of the said Bill, with 
a receipt from the Provincial Treasurer 
for the sum of one hundred dollars, if 
the said Bill does not exceed ten pages, 
and ten dollars additional for each page 
over that number ,and for the purposes 
of this Rule 450 words shall be held to 
constitute a page and also in the case of 
a bill incorporating a company, a re- 
ceipt from the Registrar of Joint Stock 
Companies for such sum as would be 
payable by the applicant or applicants 
for the incorporation of a company with 
a simliar capitalization to the capitaliza- 
tion of the company sought to be ineor- 
ported hy such biil, shall be placed by 
the applicant in the hands of the Clerk 
of the House, whose duty it shall be to 
get the said Bill printed forthwith.
